Holding the mouse button down on the 
"Materials" 301 pop-up menu provide* a listing of possible materials choices ass depicted in 
FIG. 9. Molding the mouse button down on the "Properties" 302 pop-up menu provides a listing 
of all possibli levels and types of property characteristics as depicted in FIG. 10. Various 
consideration^ associated with a material may be further explored using the "Concerns" 303 pop- 
up menu tn present specific selection arena as depicted in EIO. 11. Finally, FIQ. 12 provides a 
representative! categorization of resources selectable using the "Resources" 304 pop-up menu. 
As can be seen from these representative screen displays, the system and method of the present 
invention may be readily adapted to any number of applications and may be easily updated and 
supplemented within each application as new information becomes available.
